A human chain of 100 mert sta- 
tioned on a precipitous and rocky 
slope today started bringing out 
the mangled bodies of 26 persons 
from the crash site of a Northwes 
Airlines plane, The bodies of 10.- 
others were carried out last night. 


The 36 persons died as the Chi- 


cagA-Mtnneapolls 
bound airliner, 


raked, by a severe storm, crashed 
Into a heavily wooded Mississippi 
river bluff In Wisconsin near here 
lato yesterday. 


The bulk of the wreckage settled 


150 feet down a 600 foot precipi- 
tous slope, made 
slippery 
by 


heavy rains last night. 


Wreckage Inspected. 
Pieces of wreckage that were 


lifted in order to remove the bod- 
ies were carefully Inspected and 
logged by Civil Aeronautics Board 
and Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion officials who are trying to de- 
termine if any structural . defects 
might have brought 
about the 


crash during the storm. 


The body of one. man, unidenti- 


fied, was found early today 1,000 
feet from the main part of 
the 


wreckage. The body was strapped 
with a safety belt In the seat. Au- 
thorities said thev believed other 
bodies were 
stmlarly catapulted 


Into the heavily wooded area.

Never This Close 


There has never been enough dif- 


ference in the past to change the 
result unofficially reached, "but It 
has never been this close before," 
said Bob Johnson, manager of the 
TEB at Dallas. 


Stevenson himself said flatly that 


If the unofficial count showed him 
to be the loser, he would not accept 
It. Johnson would not comment, 
but his managers advised him to 
tak. the same course. 
State law sets up the machinery 


for the official count of votes. 
Machinery Explained 


Precinct judges are required to 


turn their resuts In to the county 
chairmen within 72 hours after a 
primary. 
Technically these 
are 


subject to close scrutiny by 
the 


county executive committees. The 
county chairmen certify these re- 
turns to tho state executive com- 
mittee. 


It counts th«.votes and certifies 


the winners to the State Conven- 
tion, it t en declares tho win..crs, 
and the next stop is taken by the 
executive committee chairman and 
the secretary of the convention. 
They certify the run-off winners 
to the secretary of state, and he 
then certifies them to county judg- 
es for printing on the general elec- 
tion ballot. 


Contest Possible

He declared the Court de- 
cision did not rule out prayer, re- 
ligious training, etc.. but ruled out 
athiesm as much as secularism In 
the schools. He said that no pres- 
sure should be exerted In making 
a person religious, but It should be 
voluntary, not compulsory. 


Dr. Dawson said that God found- 


ed the home in which a child 
should be nurtured and where the 
church and the home Is doing their 
duty, "we can supply religious in- 
struction In a free church In a 
free state."
